Priority

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 
12/30/2005 is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

CLAIM 15 and 23: In view of the limitations, the prior art does 
not disclose alone or in combination a safety system and method 
including a control unit, a bus node comprising a first and second 
switching means, and a safety element, for continuous checking of the 
safety system of an elevator, wherein a bus enables communication 
between the control unit and the bus node transmitting digital 
information in order to thereby preset a target magnitude by the 
control unit acting on the safety element with a first analog signal 
and having the second switching means process the analog signal from 
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the safety element and prepare or convert the digital feedback 
information for the control unit by way of the bus. 

The limitations of the claim are deemed to be directed to a 
nonobvious improvement over the closest prior art invention patented 
in Patent No. "6,988,594. In the examiner's opinion, it would not have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have a bus 
node provided with first and second circuitry means which, upon 
digital input of a desired quantity by the control unit, applies a 
first analog signal to a safety element and having a second circuitry 
means which pick ups the analog signal from the safety element and 
supply digital feedback data to the control unit via the bus.
